Mr. Wallenberg's mother, Mrs. Frederick Von Dardel, 
has continued to pursue the question of the fate of her 
son with the Swedish Government and the Swedish Fed 
Cross. Since the Swedish Government and Red Cross 
are thoroughly familiar with Mr. Wallenberg's case, 
we believe they are in the best position to make 
inquiries to the Soviet authorities in the event 
that further representation would be believed helpful.
